Cutting down trees will be 
strictly prohibited except where 
the trees are to be delivered to 
echnols, churches, or other public 
institutions, in which case removal 
of the trees must be under careful 
supervision. City police have been 
asked to enforce this ruling. 

Quorum Reduction 

The board also discussed the 
matter of the quorum at GVHC 
membership meetings. At the pres- 
ent time 10 percent of the mem- 
bership. are required to form a 
quorum. At the last two meetings 
a. quorum -call revealed that en- 
ough members had departed dur- 
ing the evening to drop below the 
auocrum, and the meetings had to 
be abruptly adjourned before the 
agenda was completed. 

Ralph Webster, president of the 
GVHC beard, directed the board’s 
general counsel to look into the 
matter with a view to reducing the 
quorum, perhaps to five percent of 
the membership. Webster felt 
that the reduction might (prod 
members into making a special ef- 
fort to attend meetings to prevent 
a small group from deciding mat- 
ters. At the same time more busi- 
ness could be completed. 

Sales Prosnects 

Paul Campbell, GVHC’s mana- 
ger, reported that progress on sell- 
ing and renting vacant homes was 
eontinuing. Since October 15, 12 
vacant homes have been sold and 
18 rented on yearly leases. Two 
other hemes have been sold in ad- 
vance of their anticipated vacancy. 
Vacant homes in poor condition 
have been redecorated, and the 
price of the house has been in- 
creased accordingly. 

In connection with future sales 
and rentals, it has been learned 
that during the coming year ap- 
proximately 2,000 government em- 
ployees will be transferred from 
the Washington area to Fort 
Meade, a snort journey from 
Greenhkelt on the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Expressway. ‘These em- 
ployees have already been notified. 
of the move, and government offi- 
cials have begun to make inquiries 
of GVHC concerning possible 
housing. 

Crawl Space Use 

A member appeared before the 
board to raise the question for the 
first time on the use of the cellar 
or crawl spaces beneath the de- 
fense hemes for storage of per- 
sonal] property. The member, who 
has been using the space beneath 
his home for this purpose, stated 
that the GVHC miaintenance de- 
partment is planning to place locks 
on these cellar spaces, and he felt 
he should be able to hold the key 
to his. 

The board decided to establish 
a policy of not giving blanket per- 
mission to al] defense home own- 
ers to use these spaces, but to de- 
cide each case on its merits. The 
matter was placed in the hands of 
the home and grounds improve- 
ment committee; headed by Elliot 
Bukzin,

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Letters To The Editor 
TAX TALK 


The Greenbelt tax situation is 
of great importance to all of us. 
At the Board of Directors meet- 
ing of Greenbelt Consumer Serv- 
ices last Friday, there was con- 
siderable discussion about the sub- 
ject. The Board adopted a state- 
ment that “it believes personal 
property taxes in Greenbelt un- 
fair — unfair because it penaliz- 
es the Co-op with a tax its com- 
petitors in the county do not pay, 
and also it discourages the addi- 
tion of industry and businesses to 
the community. However, it is vi- 
tal to get the real estate ttax down 
to a rate low enough to enable 
new housing to be built here. If 
necessary, and if there is no oth- 
er way to get ‘the rate low enough, 
GCS would be prepared, if Coun- 
cil believes. it wise, to even rec- 
ommend a higher personal prop- 
erty tax for a temporary period. 
We are still of the opinion it is 
better not to have a personal prop- 
erty tax, because it tends to dis- 
courage other busintesses coming 
into the community and is an un- 
fair burden.” 


A word of explanation is in or- 
der. We are concerned about tax- 
es because we are interested in a 
healthy community over the long- 
run period. Also we feel that if 
the community grows, GCS as a 
business can add additional ser- 
vices and that certain economies 
will accrue to the members and 
residents. 


We understand that Roger Will- 
cox, president of the corporation 
expecting to build new houses in 
Greenbelt, has said that it will be 
very difficult, if not impossible to 
get financing or sell houses cost- 
ing over $10,000 if the local tax 
rate is more than $2.00. 

We recognize that most citi- 
zens of Greenbelt are happy with 
the services they now receive and 
the total amount of “rent” pay- 
ments they make to GVHC which 
includes their taxes. Living in 
Greenbelt is a good deal because 
of the low purchase price of the 
houses and the favorable financing 
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enjoyed by GVHC. We feel, how- 
ever, that we must consider the 
economies of building new hous- 
ing in Greenbelt versus \other near- 
by communities. Even at the $2.00 
tax rate, the monthly payments on 
new houses in Greenbelt assessed 
at $9,000 will be approximately 
$12.00 per month more than on a 
similar house assessed at the same 
figure at Four Corners near Silver 
Spring. Greenbelt is a_ better 
place to live than Montgomery 
County. - However, if it costs too 
much more, our community will 
not grow. For the community to 
be healthy, it must grow so that 
the cost of the City government 
will be spread over a langer tax 
base to make it possible to fur- 
ther reduce tthe tax rate or to add 
to the number and quality of ser- 
vices, 


We feel that it is urgent that 
the tax rate be reduced to $2.00 or 
less now, so that building can go 
uhead. We hope that this can be 
done without increasing the per- 
sonal property tax rate. However, 
we stand ready to pay even high- 


er personal property taxes for. 


the next year or two than we have 
this year, because the next few 
years are critical for the .growth 
of the community. 


The Co-op always pays its share 
of taxes, both local and federal. 
In Greenbelt we have paid more 
than competitors would have if 
the same shopping center were lo- 
cated, for example, on Schrom’s 
Airport. This coming year, as- 
suming a $2.25 county and state 
rate, $2.00 city rate, and no per- 
sonal property tax rate in Green- 
belt, the total taxes paid there on 
buildings, inventory, and equip- 
ment would be approximately $13, 


7600 as compared ko $20,600 in 
Greenbelt.
